Francis  McCarthy  leaves  after  twenty-eight 
years.  He  did  a  lot  for  Andover.  He  pioneered 
the  Summer  Session,  taught  both  English  and 
Philosophy,  even  reviewed  poetry  for  the  New 
York  Times  and  the  Saturday  Review.  He  enjoys 
teaching  a  lot,  he  says,  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  next  year.  He  was  a  very  friendly  person,  and 
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It  is  hard  to  believe  Chester  Cochran  will 
no  longer  be  teaching  at  Andover.  A  fine  ex- 
ample of  the  old  style  "Bachelor  Housemas- 
ter", Chet  refused  to  give  up  those  duties 
until  his  ill  health  forced  him  to  do  so  last 
winter.  In  addition  to  chairing  the  Prize  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  Cochran  taught  French,  bringing 
to  the  classroom  his  innumerable  experi- 
ences in  France  besides  his  technical  skill.

For  those  twenty- 
nine  years  "Wally"  not  only  taught  English  but 
chaired  many  committees  of  importance — The 
Faculty  Housing  Committee  in  1960  among  them. 
His  students  called  him  strict,  a  hard  marker — but 
Mr.  Gierasch  taught,  taught  hard,  and  taught  well. 
He  will  now  retire  to  California  with  his  wife. 


Known  as  just  an  incredibly  friendly  guy,  "Spike"  Adriance  served  Andover  for  thirty 
six  years.  He  began  as  an  Assistant  Dean,  taught  Bible,  was  the  Admissions  director,  and 
was  on  nearly  every  development  and  alumni  committee  there  was.  He  seemed  to  be 
everybody's  friend— we  can  all  remember  at  least  one  low  winters  day  when  his  hearty 
hellos  raised  our  spirits  a  little.  He  was  a  part  of  PA  the  students  should  have  seen  more 
of.  I  feel  safe  in  saying  we  all  miss  him.  How  can  you  replace  a  man  like  Mr.  Adriance? 
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Len  James  retires  this  year  as  longstanding  chairman  of  the  History  Department.  Au- 
thor of  several  books,  founder  of  lacrosse  here  at  PA,  Len's  achievements  are  too 
numerous  to  list  completely  here.  He  was  one  of  those  rare  teachers  who  could  really 
fire  up  a  class.  Intolerant  of  students  expounding  without  the  facts  to  back  them  up,  he 
repeatedly  challenged  his  classes  until  they  soon  developed  the  knack  to  argue  their 
points  eloquently  and  with  factual  evidence.  Probably  never  accused  of  running  a  bor- 
ing class,  Len  always  searched  for  points  of  particular  interest  to  his  students,  statea  nib 
opinion  on  it,  dared  anyone  to  challenge  him  (someone  always  did)  and  the  debate  was 
on!  The  Quotations  from  Chairman  Lenny  will  be  an  eternal  reminder  of  his  wit,  wis- 
dom and  charm.

There  continues  to  be  something  wrong 
at  Andover.  A  large  segment  of  the  student 
body  still  considers  itself  unhappy.  Students 
who  blame  the  rules  alone  for  this  un- 
happiness  fail  to  grasp  the  extent  of  the 
problem.  While  a  less  stringent  rule  system 
would  certainly  make  one's  stay  at  Andover 
more  comfortable,  it  would  do  little  to  relieve 
the  unhappiness. 

Unfortunately,  problems  at  PA  will  not  be 
resolved  until  the  traditions  which  this  school 
has  held  are  accepted  anew  or  rejected  by  the 
community.  In  short,  Andover  suffers  from 
an  ill  common  to  America  today:  faith  in 
traditional  ideals  are  dying.  Education 
means  little  to  students  who  have  no  goals 
in  life.  It  is  impossible  to  instill  religion  in 
students  whose  only  view  of  God  is  either 
non-existent  or  so  abstract  as  to  be  irrele- 
vant. Work  is  senseless  where  there  is  no 
desire  to  achieve. 

What  we  need  now  are  new  ideals. 


The  Phillipian  talked  of  new  ideals,  yet  it  offered 
no  solutions.  Some  went  to  the  trees  one  weekend. 
It  was  an  escape.  But  they  had  to  come  back  on  Sun- 
day, just  like  everyone  else. 
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The  Co-op  was  a  failure.  It  took  us 
most  of  the  fall  to  realize.  It  was  a 
forum  for  people,  both  students  and 
faculty,  who  liked  to  hear  themselves 
talk,  to  let  off  steam.  Mr.  Richards 
pinpointed  it  when  he  announced 
the  Co-op  had  not  sent  one  single 
proposal  to  the  faculty  all  fall.
